The Shaker family or commune usual! 


consists of from thirty to eighty or ninot 
persons, men and women, with such chi! 
dren ns may have been apprenticed to th 
society. These live together iu one larg 
house, divided, as regards its upper stories 
into rooms capable of accommodating from 
four to eight persons. 
Each room contain 


as many simple cot beds as it has occupants 
tho necessary washing utensils, a small look 
ing glass, n stove for tho Winter, a tabl 
for writing, and a considerable number o 
chairs, which, when not in use.firo suspend 
ed from pegs along the wall. A wide hall sep 
arates tho dormitories of tho men from thos 
of tho women.
